With the closing down of the USA Operations Mission to Saudi Arabia, 
due to reasons completely outside its sphere of activities, | feel it 
quite apropos to state some of the things which you have done here on 
which you have amply proven your capabilities, in spite of the fact 
that you never had an executed project agreement to implement, 


1, You have the confidence and respect of all the Saudi Government 
officials, as well as leading citizens with whom you have come in contact, 


2. Working under the most adverse conditions, you have personally 
prepared and submitted more than 40 training participant applications 
for FOA/W consideration, an average of two a month for the time you have 
been here, 


3. You organized, operated and placed on a self-sustaining basis 
the Jidda School of Commerce, one of the best schools of its kind in the 
Middle East. This school has handled over 400 adult students and secured 
employment or salary and position advances for nearly all its graduates, 


4, You made a survey of the educational needs of the Saudi Government 
Railroad, submitted reports, drew up training plans, procedures, advised 
on building construction for schools and prepared the cooperative project 
with the Ministry of Communications, al] of which was warmly accepted 
by the Minister. 


5. You assisted in the preparation of the Communication Ministry 
budget, graphically organized and detailed the administrative organiza- 
tion of this new Ministry, and prepared all job specifications for the 
personnel, including flow charts for routine procedures in the offices, 


6. You performed similar services for the new Ministry of Education, 
going much further in detail on administration, school organization, 
position specifications and descriptions, and financial procedures, Your 
organizational set-ups were adopted by the Ministry of Education to be 
made effective in three stages over the next three years, and on the basis 
of these plans the budget of the Ministry of Education was increased from 
$3,000,000 to $10,000,000 for the current year. 





7. Your administrative organizational work brought repeated requests 
from the Ministry of Finance for the same assistance, which had to be 
forgone because of the press of other duties, 


8, You have prepared drawings and specifications for elementary 
schools and rendered advisory assistance to 211 educational organizations 
and groups interested in the promotion of education in Saudi Arabia. 


9. The Saudi Government has financially supported your trainee pro- 
gran with an investment of approximately $130,000 or more, and is still 


vitally interested in it, 


I would like to take advantage of this opportunity of expressing 
to you my appreciation of your abilities and the cooperativeness that 
you have always shown in my contacts with you.

Dear Walt: 


In reading over the copy of "Administrative Audit Report for Jidda" 
prepared by you during your recent visit here, there are several points 
to which I would like to call attention. 


At the bottom of page 4, you state that "no steps have been taken 
to exercive the cancellation option" of the progran and project agree- 
ments listed on that page. Four or five weeks ago, Ambassador Wadsworth 
wrote a rather extensive letter to the Deputy Foreign Minister, Shaikh 
Yousef Yassan requesting SAG's views regarding the disposition which 
should be given to these subsidiary agreements. To date, no reply has 
been received but both the Embassy and this Mission have taken the stand 
that with the cancellation of the over-all agreement, all subsidiary 
agreements automatically become cancelled, 


On page 5, the verbal agreement pertaining to housing is not with 
Agia Sudairi but with the Ministry of Finance, such agreement covering 
the occupancy of SAG and furnished houses on the Compound, ‘Two of such 
houses have already been turned back to the Government and two additional 
ones will probably be turned back next week and still another within the 
following week. The Sudairi lease reads that it expires September 15, 
1955, but since it is cancelled at the end of the second year, i,e,, Sep- 
tember 1954, notice of cancellation was given to Shaikh Sudairi on 
August 30. The apparent discrepancy in dates is due to the fact that the 
PRO representative here had arranged in writing with the owner of the 
Sudairi apartment house that the effective date of the loase would be 
September 30 rather than September 15, due to the fact that by September 15, 
1952, the property was not ready for occupancy. We have moved 
all the Mission things off this property and it will be returned to the 
office at the end of this month, 


I thought you would be interested in having these corrections,

Mr, Binzager, the distributor for Pall Mall and Lucky Strike 
cigarettes in Jidda, has just sent word to me that he is very anxious 
to collect the 220 riyals balance due on a case of Pall Mail cigarettes, 
which you directed me to purchase last fall for general distribution 
at wholesale prices to members of the USAOM Mission here in Jidda. 


As you may recall, I have mentioned this matter to you a number 
of times and if my memory serves me correctly, you were going to try 
to secure Embassy clearance so that this duty could be waived. It 
was our understanding at the time that this purchase was made that 
Customs duties would be cleared through our Embassy in exactly the 
same manner that all other Embassies in Jidda secure clearance on

I have the honor to furnish you herewith the information which 
you requested regarding the activities of the Point 4 Mission in 
Saudi Arabia. 


According to information available here, Technical Assistance 
was first requested of the U.S. Government by the Saudi Arabian 
Government in 1949, when the Saudi Arabian Government requested 
assistance in developing and carrying out a water development program. 
Dr. Glen Brown was assigned to this job and work and was started early 
in 1950, under Public Law 403, under a grant from the State Department. 
$55,000 was made available to Dr. Brown and his assistant, Roy Jackson, 
to cover aerial photography in the Asir-Tihama area involving about 
20,000 square miles. Field work was started in the Fall of 1950, but 
was interrupted frequently by urgent calls from the King and/or Minister 
of Finance to develop water supply for Riyadh and other centers of popu- 
lation. ‘Two years later the field work in the Asir-Tihama area was 
finally completed and exploratory drilling was started by Bechtel, SAG 
contractors. $650,000 of equipment was purchased by the Saudi Arabian 
Government and the cost of drilling crews and expenses was borne by the 
Saudi Arabian Government, plus cost of furnished housing for Ur. brown, 
Mr. Jackson and their families. 


On January 17, 1951, the J.S, Government and the Sandi Arabian 
Government executed an agreement whereby the iormer would provide tech- 
nical assistance to the latter for the purpose of developing the economic 
resources and productive capacities of Saudi Arabia, ithe first two 
requests made by the Saudi Arabian Government for assistance under that 
agreement were in the fields of water development and public finance, 
including currencies, tariffs and customs. 


A public finance mission arrived in Saudi Arabia during the early 
part of 1952 to study the financial situation and, as a result of such

study, the Saudi Arabian Monetary Agency was established in October of 
that year, Furthermore, that Mission effected a comprehensive study of 
tariffs and such activities culminated in a new Tariff Law which became 
effective on December 3, 1952. 


Water developnent work was continued by Dr. Brown, his assistant, 
and two geologists. 


In February 1952, Dr. Samuel Stratton was appointed the first 
Country Director of this Mission, remaining in that post until December 
of the same year, when his appointment expired. During his administration 
program agreements in the respective fields of activity were executed, 
as well as the agreements covering the Riyadh-Jidda Railway Survey and 
the Community Development. Although negotiations were carried on in 
other fields of activity, there were only four project agreements exe- 
cuted during the FY-53 period under the above program agreements -- 

(1) Aerial Survey, involving a U.S, expenditure of $115,000; (2) lailway 
Survey, involving a U.S, expenditure of about $300,000; (3) Querantine 
Station, involving a U.S, expenditure of $100,000 ($50,000 of which was 

a carry over into FY¥=54), and (4) the Community Development, involving 

a U.S, expenditure of $500,000. In addition to the above expenditures, 
there was the cost of U.S, technicians on each project. The Saudi Arabian 
Government contributions for the above projects comprised -- (i) uarters, 
subsistence and supplies for crews, as well as gapline, oil and oxygen; 
(2) equivalent of $27,000 for gasoline, oil and other supplies, housing 
and subsistence in Jidda for project manager and technicians, aircraft 
and crews for aerial reconnaissance; (3) about $10,000 in modification 

of existing buildings, installation of electric generator and cost of 
inetallation of U.S, equipment, and (4) $500,000 in kind and cash, 


During the FY-53 period, little was accomplished in the fields of 
education and agriculture due to the adverse attituce on the part of 
the Saudi Arabian Government toward outside assistance in educational 
work and lack of any sort of agricultural organization within the Saudi 
Arabian Government, 


To date, 32 U.S, training grants have been issued, averaging about 
$4,000 each, the Saudi Arabian Government contributing about the same 
amount, In addition, 11 AUB training grants have been issued, 


Activities for FY-54 comprised Technical Assistance prograus and 
Seonomic Aid projects. U.S. funds for such programs totaled $1,462,000 
and for such projects, $3,350,000, Although SAG contributions covering 
these programs and projects had not been fully established, it can be 
said that such contributions would have been from two to three times 
greater than U.S, contributions. 


Technical assistance programs comprised the following fields of 
activity: 

Agriculture ilealth and Sanitation 

Natural Resources Public Administration 

Education Transportation and Communications 


Economic aid projects comprised the following fields of activity:

I feel that these periodic recordings by the Governor are most 
effective since the spoken word is more impressive than the printed 
word, More frequent recordings might be advisable as a means of 
conveying to the field through the spoken word the thinking of FoA/W 
on major foreign aid issues.

I have just checked on the matter of air transportation for the mem- 
bers of our staff here who may be transferred shortly to USA(M/Iraq. 


Due to the very heavy schedule of the Saudi Airlines after the Hadj, 
which ends August 13, it will be impossible to charter a plane for moving 
the above personnel, their families and allowable air freight from here to 
Baghdad until toward the end of September.

SUBJECT: Need for Reduction of Cable Traffic 


FOA CABLE TRAFFIC HAS INCREASED BY MORE THAN A THIRD: 


During October-December, 1953, an average of 4170 messages 
totalling 399,000 words were sent and received each month. In March 


the volume had increased to 5945 messages and 540,000 words. Com- 
mercial cable charges paid by FOA/W increased from a monthly average 


of $6,900 during October-December, 1953, to $8,900 in March. 


Urgent cables are being delayed because current traffic of 


FOA, USIA, and State exceeds the capacity of the State Department's 
telegraphic staff. This is also true overseas, particularly at small 
posts which have only minimum telegraphic facilities as well as small 
staffs. Unless the volume is reduced, it will be necessary for FOA 
to finance the employment of additional State Department personnel to 
process the increased traffic load. 


While a maximum effort is desired, important FOA business 
should not be disrupted or delayed in order to effect the reduction 
cremeee communications which are essential and urgent should continue 
to be sent as cablegrams. The necessary reduction can be accomplished 
if we concentrate on eliminating the unintentional cable abuses. 
Drafting and clearance officers in Foa/W and the missions should re- 
view each communication and assure that good judgment is used in line 
with the following suggestions: 


1. Substitute an airgram whenever time will permit------ some 
posts have excellent pouch service and we should take full 
advantage of this, particularly over weekends and holidays 
to and from most of the posts in Europe and Latin America. 


2. Send "Unclassified" whenever possible and thus reduce cable 
processing time and airgram transit time. 


3. Delete all unnecessary words----=--if necessary, re-phrase 
using the fewest words possible. 


4, In the case of circular cables, mark “By Pouch" those ad- 
dresses which have good pouch service or which do not require 


urgent delivery. 


5. Lengthy communications on urgent problems should be summarized 
by cable and the full details sent by airgram. 


6, "Priority" cables should be strictly limited and used only 
when a special degree of urgency is involved.

7. Since the normal practice is to answer a cable with another 
cable, cables requesting lengthy reports or detailed 
statistical data should, whenever possible, indicate that 
an airgram reply will be satisfactory.

I have just received your letter dated June 2 and appreciate your 
calling my attention to the availability of qualified Palestinian refugees 
who are stranded in Egypt and who are not qualified for registration with 
the United Nations as refugees due to their residence in Egypt. 


I sincerely regret that this Mission cannot absorb any of such indi- 
viduals due to the fact that the Saudi Arabian Government has terminated 
the USG/SAG Technical Assistance Agreement. (‘he Special Economic Aid 
Agreement was never signed.) This action on the part of SAG was due to 
certain political issues most remote from the activities of Point IV. 
Of course it is to be regretted that Point IV has become a political 
football, I am now awaiting instructions from FOA/W to wind up the 
affairs of this Mission, reassignment of its personnel, disposition of 
its equipment, furniture, supplies, etc. 

I am planning on passing through Cairo to my post of reassignment 
as soon as I know where this will be, and will look forward to the oppor- 
tunity of seeing you at that time, I will let you know later when I plan 
to be in Cairo.

We are very happy to learn of the success which the }ission 
is having in the general development of investment opportunities and 
will be glad to assist in any way possible in the Mission's efforts 
to encourage diversified industry 2s an essential facet of a well- 
balanced development program in Saudi Arabia. I regret that the press 
of other business prevented my making a more prompt reply to your let- 
ter, however, three sets of ten each of the small plant brochures 
requested were dispatched June 3rd, one set by air and two by surface 
mail, 


These ten small industry engineering plans forwarded are a 
part of the Technical Aids services which FOA/W is prepared to furnish 
the field. FOA regional funds and Mission funds are being pooled to 
finance further studies of this type. We expect to add an additional 
group of approximately 17 plant requirement plans covering principally 
small industries of particular interest to those countries less well 
developed industrially. These plans will provide details of equipment, 
building, layout, process, personnel, inventory and capital require- 
ments, as well as cost data, It is suggested that the USOM/Saudi Arabia 
consider bearing the cost of two such industry plans as its share in 
the total cost of the program. If the lMission concurs with this pro- 
posal, approval of the use of $6,000 for this purpose, together with the 
appropriate obligation number, should be forwarded to FOA/i.

SUBJECT: Use of Anti-attachment Clause in Project Agreements 


A question has arisen concerning the necessity or desirability of 
including an Anti-attachment Clause in project agreements entered into 
between us and SAG, A review of the files indicates that the State 
Department letter of May 9, 1953, indicated that the following clause 
be incorporated into the Rural Gommunity Development Project "if SAG agrees": 


"The two Governments will establish procedures whereby the Kingdom 
of Saudi Arabia will so deposit, segregate or assure title to all funds 
allocated to or derived from any program involving contributions by the 
Government of the United States of America, or from any other source, that 
they shall not be subject to garnishment, attachment, seizure, or other 
legal process by any person, firm, agency, corporation, organization, or 
Government, when the Kingdom of Saudi Arabia is advised by the Government 
of the United States of America that such legal process would interfere 
with the attainment of the objectives of the project." 


Mr, Hazelton and I have been unable to find any other precedent for 
the inclusion of the clause, 


Normally, it would seem that principles of international law, treaties, 
and at the very least, comity among nations would preclude the possibility 
of te legal process taking affect upon the joint fund of a soverign host 
nation and a cooperating foreign nation. In view of this consideration and 
in consideration of the fact that neither the TCA Manual nor any other 
general directive ha's' requests for the inclusion of the clause, it is felt 
that it is unnecessary to include the anti-attachment provision in agreements 
entered into with SAG, This opinion is strengthened by the fact that in 
the single instance where inclusion of the clause was suggested, the sugges- 
tion was predicated upon SAG's being agreeable. As you have pointed out, 
SAG, while not strongly objecting to use of the clause, has been 
less than "agreeable" to its continued appearance in agreements,

In my letter dated May 16 I informed you that Crown Prince Faisel, 
President of the Council of Ministers, had summoned me to Riyadh to discuss 
and execute the proposed TA and SEA agreements. I left Jidda the following 
morning (May 17) and was accompanied by Sadek Husseini, Director of Liaison. 


On the evening of May 17, I met with the Finance Committee of the Coun- 
cil of Ministers, ‘That committee comprised: 


Prince Sultan, Minister of Agriculture, as Chairman; 
Shaikh Yussef Yassin, Deputy Foreign Minister; 
Mohammed Sorour, Deputy Minister of Finance, and 
Jamal Husseini, Advisor to the King. 


The overall SEA agreement was the subject for discussion at that meet- 
ing. I eabled you from Riyadh (TOUSFO 62 - May 18) as to the Council's 
suggested modifications to the proposed agreement. There were several other 
modifications they wanted to introduce; also an additional clause stating 
that all maps, plans, photographs, analyses, assays and specifications shall 
remain the exclusive property of SAG, but after discussion they were withdraw, 
The Committee wanted to know if SEA wuld be granted to Saudi Arabia in our 
FY-55 program, to which I replied that I did not know, although I personally 


felt that there would be, 


The Committee then asked me if I had prepared project agreements under 
this year's SEA. Such agreements were presented in both English and Arabic, 
There was no discussion of these proposed agreements at that meeting. 
Prince Sultan stated that the respective Ministries would study them and 
discuss them with me later. These project agreements were: Water Develop~ 
ment, road planning and engineering, Abha Dam, and Improvement to the Port 
of Jisan. 


The following morning (May 13) I received a call to meet with a com 
mittee from the Ministry of Agriculture to discuss the water development

project agreement, At this meeting there were Sharif Kassam, reportedly 
slated to be Director of Water Resources of the Ministry of Agriculture, 


agreement in substitution of the agreemant I had presented, since the 
USAOM proposed agreement did not meet the requirements of the Ministry. 
There were no other discussions at this meeting, 


The following day I sent a message to Glen Brow, who was in Dhahran 
at that time, to come to Riyadh to assist me in the discussions that were 
to follow. He arrived at Riyadh on May 22, 


Four days later (May 22) I received a call from the above-mentioned 
Committee of the Ministry of Agriculture, asking me to meet with them that 
evening to discuss their proposed water development project agreement, 
After Brown and I read it over, I informed them that I could not accept 
it as it was presented, especially due to the financial clauses inserted 
therein, You will find enclosed herewith a copy of the agreement I pre~ 
sented and a copy of the agreement they presented, I particularly call 
your attention to paragraph No. 2 of Article III; and paragraphs Nos. 1, 
3 and l of Article II, After mch discussion and after observing the 
Agriculture Committee's uncooperative attitude, I suggested the meeting 
be adjourned until the following day. 


On the evening of May 23, Brown and I met again with that Committee 
only to find that their attitude was even more unreasonable and less co- 
operative than the previous day. Under such circumstances, I called off 
further discussions with them, feeling certain that Prince Sultan was 
unaware of the stand being taken by his assistants and the Egyptian lawyer. 
When informed of the impasse that night by Shaikh Abdullah Turiki, a close 
friend of Prince Sultan and Sadek Husseini, the Prince agreed that discus- 
sions should be discontinued and that he would handle the matter, Nothing 
further developed with respect to the water development project agreement, 


I might mention here that Sharif Kassam informed us, when questioning 
the SAG contribution of only $2,000,000 (instead of $,700,000 required to 
do the water program the King requested that Brom prepare}, we were ine 
formed that the scope of their proposed agreement was only a small part of 
the water development program they had included in their budget. The remain- 
ing part wuld be done by the Ministry with its ow personnel, either Arab 
or foreign. With sub-projects to be determined by the Ministry of Agricul- 
ture only, you cam readily understand that the U.S, contribution could be 
spent on work which would not benefit the Saudi people, but instead, only a 
given town or a Prince. I informed that Committee that the U.S, contribu- 
tion was granted by Congress on the grounds that it would form part of an 
overall water development program as was discussed and agreed upon over a 
year ago between the Minister of Finance and this Mission,

The Abha Dam project agreement - within the scope of activities of 
the Ministry of Agriculture - was not even discussed, 


I met with Prince Talal, Minister of Communications, three times, 
during which meetings cordiality and cooperation were greatly evidenced. 
He instructed his two technical advisors to discuss with me the Road 
Planning and Engineering project agreement, This meeting took place on 
the afternoon of May 23 and after only a few hours! discussion, we agreed 
on the terms and conditions of such agreement, It was presented by Prince 
Talal to the Council of Ministers on May 2) with a covering letter request- 
ing authorisation to sign it immediately after the overall SEA agreement 


was signed, 


Mohammed Sorour, after studying the proposed project agreement cover- 
ing improvements to the Port of Jizan, requested Sadek Husseini, who is 
also part of the Ministry of Finance, to discuss with me several minor 
changes in the text, These were acceptable and consequently a final 
agreement was prepared for this project. 


The King invited me to dinner on May 20 but no business was discussed 
beyond the remark made by him, "I am being kept informed as to discussions 
in the Council regarding the development projects." He was very friendly 
and said he would like me to have dinner with him again before leaving 
Riyadh. I did not have this opportunity, apparently by reason of develop- 
ments in the US-SAG relations during the last few days I was in Riyadh. 


On the evening of May 2l, I was asked to attend another meting of the 
Finance Committee of the Council of Ministers. Brown accompanied me, I 
am enclosing a memorandum prepared by Brown covering this meeting. It was 
quite apparent at this meeting that the members of the Committee, although 
friendly, were preoccupied over something that had just happened but not 
related to Point Four, and merely were interested in knowing the magnitude 
of SEA that could be expected from the U.S, Government to weigh it against 
such other issues, The meeting was of shart duration, but before it was 
adjourned I presented a new water development project agreement for the 
consideration of the Committee, after stating that we apparently could not 
agree with the Ministry of Agriculture on the Cooperative Service type of 
agreement, Prince Sultan took the draft of agreement and said he would 
study it. Nothing further developed in this camection, 


Prince Sultan asked me to meet with him at 9:00 PM on May 26th, (He 
had to attend at 10:00 PM the last meeting of the Council of Ministers 
before recessing until June 8,) At that meeting it was most apparent that 
he had something to say which would embarrass him considerably, He was 
very friendly and after talking generalities for about ten minutes, he said 
he had to go to the meeting of the Council but wanted to thank me for the 
assistance and cooperation I had given his Committee, and that he would let 
me know within two or three days what decision the Council makes on SEA, 
I asked him if that applied to TA and his answer was in the affirmative, 
He then said Good-bye md left the meeting, 


to 

May 18 was received here on May 23 but was not brought to me at Riyadh by 
Dr. Dolley, as T had instructed, due to the fact that a visa be 
obtained in time for him to go to Riyadh. I inmediately drafted a letter 
to Prince Sultan, cleared it with Ambassador Wadsworth, and dispatched it 
to Prince. No reply has been received, A copy of this letter is 
enclosed, 


No TA agreements were discussed, although Sadek Husseini told me on 
several occasions that these agreements, as presented, had been accepted 
by the respective Ministries. 


Several days after my return to Jidda, the Ambassador and I drafted 
a cable, which he sent to State, covering the situation as it existed then. 
Since that time the Ambassador has sent several other cables to State on the 
matter, which cables I am sure FOA/W has seen and discussed with State. 


It is most unfortunate that USAOM is placed in the middle of a US-SAG 
relations dispute, completely wrelated to Point Four, and may be the 
"innocent bystander that gets hurt." I can assure you that the relations 
between this Mission and the Saudi Government as a whole, and the Saudi 
Ministries in particular, are excellent, This has been confirmed on several 
occasions lately by high Saudi officials, 


As a precautionary measure, I am having the heavy construction equip- 
ment we purchased under the Commnity Development Agreement, the four new 
power wagons, the new water tank truck, and the six new Jeep station wagons 
taken down to the Embassy Compound for safe keeping, The Ambassador is in 
accord with this move, I will try to hold up the arrival here of the auto- 
claves and fans for the Quarantine Station, (The boilers have arrived.) 


When and if official advice is received from SAG that they are not 
interested in SEA and they wish to cancel the TA agreement of Jamary 17, 
1951, I will write you regarding steps to be taken to wind up the affairs 
of this Mission,

I have recently sent to FOs/ several cables suggesting that, 
as a precautionary measure, the departure of newly recruited personnel, 
also the actual shipment of supplies and equipment, be held up for 
the time being and until we are in a position to know what action 
the Council of Mindsters will take regarding our program/project 
agreenents. If SAG does not see fit to accept our offer of Technical 
Assistance and Economic Aid or if they decide that they would prefer 
other programs or projects instead of some or all of thore submitted, 
obviously personnel, supplies, and equipment requirements could vary 
or could even not be required. 


In view of these possibilities, although not probabilities, [ 
felt it prudent to avoid the incurrence of what might be unnecessary 
expense. It is hoped, however, that those cables will not cause a 
complete stoppage in both recruitment and fulfillment of our requisi- 
tions for supplies and equipment since all 1 suggested was that per- 
sonnel not depart and supplies and equipment not be shipped, 


I hope to be able to let you know very soon what the Council of 
Ministers decides to do regarding our program/projects. Of courss, I 
think it very unwise to try to "sell them’ our aid or try to coax 
them into accepting it. We have made our offers and it is now up to 
them to sccept or reject it, in whole or in part, We are, however, 
pressing for a decision dr to the short time remaining in our current 


fiscal year.

Paul Taggart has asked me to reply to your letter of 
Mareh 3rd in which you request information about the status of the 
AUB project. 


The Regional Training Conference's report and reconmenda~ 
tions are being implemented by a new AUB training contract now being 
drafted, This new three~year contract will replace all existing 
contracts and will provide an average of 90 fellowships per year in 
agriculture, 10 fellowships per year in industrial chemistry, 109 in 
public health, 30 in education, 30 in engineering, 30 in technical 
training, and 35 in public administration, In addition, the new 
contract will provide workshop or sumer institute programs for 30 
secondary teachers, 50 rural-urban elementary teachers, and 60 one~ 
month fellowships in the field of public administrations 


Because of the lack of qualified trainees, Libya and Saudi 
Arabia have had, and will continue to have, difficulty in using these 
training facilities at AUB, 


If considered advisable there is no reason why the Country 
Mission could not by separate agreement utilize AUB for any level or 
type of training desired, if available there, Iran is doing this in 
the field of agriculture, 


As calculated by Jordan, the cost per participate in the 
Training Institute is $112 each for travel, insurance, incidental 
expenses, fees, health care, etc, Tuition, board and lodging are 
arranged through USOM/Lebanon,

After having had a "close call," I am glad to report that I am back on 
the job again, feeling better than ever, I certainly had a miraculous 
recovery,

certainly did appreciate it, 


I came home from the hospital yesterday feeling like a million dollars 
and am working from home for a few days before going back to the office, 


The surgeon told me yesterday that had I delayed three or four more 
hours before reporting to the hospital, I would probably be playing dominoes 
with St.Peter by this time, so all is well that ends well, 


In line with your instruction, Thel Taylor will get a com- 
plete medical report and forward it to the Medical Officer,

I refer to your letter dated April 12 which arrived while I was 
in the hospital, 


As I have informed you in correspondence going forward by this 
mail, the King recently approved the first section of the budget which 
covers Governnent operations and it is to be presumed that the second 
section of the budget covering development projects will now be dis 
cussed and approved. All indieationn which we have had so far point 
to the fact that substantial reductions have already been made in the 
amounts requested by each of the Ministers. Yor instance, we under- 
stand that the Minister of Commmications presented a budget of 
120,000,000 Saudi Riyals, and the last we heard was that his budget 
limitation now stands at SR 50,000,000, We have also heard that the 
Ministry of Education presented a budget of SR 50,000,000, but to date 
we have heard of no cuts in his budget. We have been promised a copy 
of not only the second section of the budget, tut also a copy of the 
entire budget shortly after it has been approved, Immediately this is 
received we shall send you a copy for your infarmation and files, 


We discussed with therespective Ministers the approximate amounts 


to the respective projects under Special Economic Aid in order that in 
the preparation of their budgete such amounts might be included, As I 
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With respect to my having clearance from Washington on progran/ 
project agreements, this was given to all directors shortly after the 
Istanbul conference, In other words, directors are authorised to draw 
up their om agreements, execute them and tha forward a copy on to 
Washington, I recently reviewed all commmications with FOAM for the 
purpose of ascertaining whether or not the aforementioned authority 
covers SEA project agreements, as well as TA agreements, but could find 
nothing specific, Consequently, I cabled MOA/W asking whether SEA proe 
ject agreements should be forwarded to Washington for approval prior to 
execution but to date have had no reply to that cable, Ambassador Wadse 
worth has informed me that in the event I do not receive a reply prior 
to the time when SAQ is ready to sign such agreemmnts, I should go ahead

of the late date I may be authorised to handle SEA agreements the same as

Dear Hugh: 


It was surely nice to receive your letter dated April 20 and [ 
regret that I have not been able to answer it sooner, the delay having 
been due to the fact that I had to have a ruptured and gangrenous 
appendix cut out of me. Fortunately, I had a miraculous recovery and 
am now back on the job, 


I am glad to know that the student riots were not against Point IV 
as was reported here, As you can well imagine, the effects can impress 
those who do not possess the true facts. It was also rumored here that 
Lebanon has been granted economic aid to the extent of $35,000,000 which 
compared with $3,350,000 economic aid granted to Saudi Arabia, did not 
create a very favorable feeling here. Naturally, as opportunities pre- 
sented themselves, we combated erroneous talk but the fact remains that 
those not reached by us continued having the wrong impressions. As you 
probably know, one of the principle gripes of SAG is that they have 
given 21] kinds of aid end wconcessions to the U.5, and in turn, the U.S, 
grants them only small considerations, 


As yet, we do not have our FY '54 Technical Assistance project 
agreements signed nor do we have our SEA over-all agreement signed. 
The Council of Ministers is still in session and now that the first 
section of the budget has been approved and signed by the King (Govern- 
ment Operations) the Council is now considering all economic and social 
development work under which both our TA and SEA projects will come, 
I reviewed our present situation yesterday with the Minister of Pinance 
and he said that he would wire the King immediately asking that prompt 
decisions be made on both Point IV, TA, and SEA projects, He said that 
he hoped that he would have a reply from the King within two or three 
days, so it is hoped that we will know very shortly where we stand on 
both programs, I had prepared a rather pointed letter to send to the 
King on the situation, especially pointing out that if our TA and SEA 
funds are not obligated through the medium of signed project agreements 
by the end of our present fiscal year, all such unobligated funds will 
be returned to the U.S, Treasury, and could not be used subsequently, 


out the fact that it was hardly likely that our Congress 
would appropriate money for Saudi Arabia's development of projects for 
the fiscal year 1955 if funds made available for such projects during 
the fiscal year 1954 were not used, I have decided not to send the 
letter to the King until I know his reply to the Finance Minister's wire 
of lest night. In the meantine, we are all sitting around here waiting 
for something constructive to do, This is certainly a land of frustra- 
tion, although a very interesting one. 


I am glad to know that your TA and, I hope, SHA projects are coming 
along all right, Several months ago, ! discussed with FOA/W the 
possibility of SHA project agreements being considered as TA in the event 
SAG refuses to sign an over-all economic aid agreement. I also discussed 
this same matter with Norm Paul in Beirut. I am attaching a copy of 
USFOTO 275 dated February 27 fron FOA/W giving me authorization to con- 
sider SEA project agreements as TA if the necessity arises, I am 
attaching a copy of USFOTO 275 for your information, 


With respect to your inquiry as to whether or not we are including 
the program about making commodities available on a grant basis and 
setting up a special fund to cover local currency costs, both of these 
provisions have been eliminated for Saudi Arabia due to the fact that 
commodities on a grant basis are out of the question here. Also, there 
is no necessity for any special fund to be established for covering 
local currency costs since Saudi Arabia is ea hard currency country. 
Furthermore, I did not wish to have contributions both by the U.S and 
by SAG determined on a currency basis, but instead wanted this to be 
left to our discretion in the case of each project, FOA/¥ finally com- 
promised and agreed with us, but insisted that we include in our agree- 
ment that the host government contributions would at least cover local 
currency costs, We have most of our proposed project agreements, both 
for TA and SEA, drawn up on a Cooperative Service basis and hope that 
the respective Ministers will go along with us, You might be interested 
to know that in our Cooperative Service type of agreement, neither the 
Minister nor the Country Director act as co-directors of tie Service 
but instead, the Minister appoints managing co-director and the Country 
Director appoints an advisory co-director; likewise, the Minister appoints 
an cdministrator and the Country Director appoints a technical advisor 
to the administrator. In thie way, we are relieved of all liabilities 
and pe have our "say' in the operations of each Service, I might also 
mention t of the Ministries have raised objections 
to all they sient ve Uihaded th die Sdmparehive Seecaet agree- 
ments even though their contributions will probably average from three 
to four dollars to every dollar contributed by us. 


1 recently received a very nice letter from Tracy and was quite 
shocked to learn that Governor Staesen has relieved him of his duties 
as Country Director to Jordan, tie did not mention any reasons and con- 
sequently, I am at a loss to understand his termination since I was 
highly impressed at the Istanbul conference by his thorough grasp of

Point IV operations, both in general and so far as Jordan is concerned. 
Do you know the reasons for Tracy's recall? Has a successor been 
appointed, and if so, who is he? 


I think your idea of a periodic get-together of yourself, Henry, 
Tracy or his successor, the Admiral, and myself to discuss our respective 
problems and compare notes on operations is an excellent one. As you 
will note from the above, 1 am sitting here awaiting decisions from 
Riyadh and consequently, it would not be possible for me to leave here, 
but I am wondering if it would be possible for the others to come to 
Jidda, We have e guest apartment which will accommodate four and could 
take care of the others very well, This might be quite an appropriate 
time to discuss among ourselves relationships between USOMs and host 
governments. After you have had an opportunity to check on a meeting 
here with the others concerned, I would appreciate your letting me know 
if such a meeting is convenient for them and when they would be here, 


I too, have heard that quite a bit of Saudi money is flowing into 
Lebanon and also into igypt, most of which is being invested in real 
estate, mostly apartment houses, moving picture houses, and office 
buildings. I understand that most of this money is being invested by 


members of the Royal Family. 


Kindest personal regards to you. I am looking forward to hearing 
from you shortly.

About your reports concerning student riots against the Point IV 
program. So far as I know, this is another linking of non- 
sequiturs, which did not even appear in our wild local press, -- 
which gets off some hot ones, as you know. The student riot at 
AUB was directed against the U. S. = Pakistani military pact, and 
was probably helped by a little inspired guidance. It was poorly 
handled, with the result of one student's death. Things are now 
quiet again, since AUB started its Easter vacation at once, to 
disperse potential trouble-makers, 


Currently, there is some student agitation against some rumors to 
the effect that we were stopping our English-teaching program -- 
one directed primarily at government workers and teachers. I have 
just completed a review of this project and decided to continue 
it, largely for political reasons and because it is very popular, 
but not as a strictly Point IV type affair. News of this review 
apparently got around, and we have had many representations to 
continue the business, 


These two recent events come as close as anything I know to your 
reports about "student riots", 


Your troubles with your '54 TA and SEA programs have a very familiar 
ring; and, having been in Amman for a day last week to talk with 
Tracy Welling and Frank Elmore, apparently Jordan is in the same 
box. To bring you up to date -- both here and in Jordan the proposed 
SEA agreements were transmitted just about a month ago; and each 
government has been informed of the ceiling for its grant aid: $6 
million for Lebanon, and $8 million for Jordan. Tracy has had not 

a peep from his boys, and is getting a little worried about the 
march of time. The Ambassador and he both think they will take it, 
but are afraid they may stall so long that they may lose it by de- 
fault. 


GOL is coming along OK, and I hope for specific written proposed 
changes in the agreement today from them, on the basis of which we 
can wire Washington,

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Frank Elmore tells me Norm Paul suggested you go ahead on SEA 
projects without a general agreement. Is this so? Have you had 
any confirmation from Washington on this? Are you including that 
paragraph about making commodities available on a grant basis, 
and setting up a special fund to cover local currency costs, as 
Frank wrote you in a letter dated March 31? 


The GOL has raised substantially only two queries with us on the 
agreement: one, to change the preamble so as to make this new de- 
velopment assistance be played as flowing from the basic technical 
assistance agreement (primarily so they don't have to refer the new 
text to Parliament, I believe); and two, to eliminate this para- 
graph about commodities and a special fund. I'm inclined to endorse 
both ideas, myself; but I would appreciate any views from your ex- 
perience, 


Turning back to the TA programs, we, too, are amending our basic 
agreement on that, and have been held up, as you have, until GOL 
passed its 1954 budget. That was just done last week by their 
Council of Ministers, and we hope to get the funds unlocked this 
week by a simple change, just specifying the new amounts. 


Tracy is having somewhat more trouble on his TA renewal, although 
he thinks it will go through OK. There is no truth in the rumors 
we had, and possibly you, too, that HKJ is about to throw out our 
TA program. But it is true that they have asked the UNTA people 
to get out. Tracy says they can afford that gesture, since the UN 
is only spending about $50,000 a year there. 


Affairs in Auman will be a bit more involved, I imagine, upon Tracy's 
departure the middle of next month, when he is being terminated. 
He didn't know who the new Director is to be. 


Perhaps sometime in the next month we could have a get-together of 
yourself, Henry Wiens, Tracy or his successor, and Stevens, to com- 
pare notes and see where we stand on our respective programs and 
problems, Let me know if any time would be better than another for 
you. Perhaps we could look forward to doing this periodically, on 
a rotating basis from place to place, 


One last question: I understand quite a bit of Saudi money is 


flowing into Lebanon in one way or another -- much of it into real 
estate, an investment market that is, I think, becoming pretty well

covered now. Do you have any facts about this movement? And 
what about it? Could it be directed into somewhat longer-range, 
but still profitable, development work? 


Meanwhile, best of luck.

Paul Taggart has asked me to reply to your letter of 
March 3rd in which you request information about the status of the 


AUB project, 


The Regional Training Conference's report and recommenda~ 
tions are being implemented by a new AUB training contract now being 
drafted, This new three-year contract will replace all existing 
contracts and will provide an average of 90 fellowships per year in 
agriculture, 10 fellowships per year in industrial chemistry, 109 in 
public health, 30 in education, 30 in engineering, 30 in technical 
training, and 35 in public administration, In addition, the new 
contract will provide workshop or sumer institute programs for 30 
secondary teachers, 50 rural-urban elementary teachers, and 60 one~ 
month fellowships in the field of public administration, 


Because of the lack of qualified trainees, Libya and Saudi 
Arabia have had, and will continue to have, difficulty in using these 
training facilities at AUB, 


If considered advisable there is no reason why the Country 
Mission could not by separate agreement utilize AUB for any level or 
type of training desired, if available there, Iran is doing this in 
the field of agriculture, 


As calculated by Jordan, the cost per participate in the 
Training Institute is $112 each for travel, insurance, incidental 
expenses, fees, health care, etc, Tuition, board and lodging are

Was pleased to get your letter of the 9th. Sorry, however, 
that your appendix kicked up on you. Anyway you should not have any 
more trouble with it. 


In previous letters I have dwelt to a considerable extent 
on the multiplicity of the engineering skills required to design each of 
the various units, coordinate them into a completed whole and assure the 
purchaser that each unit will function properly within its alloted sphere, 
To do this and leave no loopholes is no small engineering job. Naturally 
the right kind of a job is going to run into considerable money, Just how 
much no one can hazard even a reasonable guess at this stage of the 
development. Much will depend on how much help the vendors of the 
equipment will give us. I may be able to come up with an educated guess 
after the scheduled meeting here the last of this week or first of next, but 
at best it will be only an opinion. 


I suggest that you impress on the Deputy Minister that the 
best money he can spend on the project is in the detailed planning stage, 
It is far easier to change lines on a drawing while it is being made than 
to find out later that piping and other process equipment has to be changed 
after it has been installed. Contractors love engineering mistakes because 
it allows them to charge extra for correcting them. Hire competent 
engineers and save money, 


When I get this lineup completed we will have the best 
people in each engineering field. 


Regarding negotiations, I realize this is going to be 
difficult if done purely by correspondence which in my opinion is not 
feasible. With some assurance from the Deputy Minister, preferably in

the form of an invitation that he is ready to negotiate we are prepared 
to send a team over from here to go over the whole project with him and 
arrive at a contract. I will give you the details as to how we think it 
should be divided when I send you the lineup mentioned in the cable I 
am sending you today. Concerning my compensation, it is actually 
immaterial to me which way I take on the project. Either as their 
consultant or as consultant to the engineering lineup I am getting to- 
gether. However, I hope you can get some expression as to his preference 
direct from him, So far as 1am concerned the result will be the same, 
but it might simplify the financial arrangements if after negotiating the 
contract for engineering services any further fees be included in the 
engineering contract, I have an open mind on that, You will be hearing

I have not had an opportunity as yet to contact the Deputy Minister 
of Finance, Shaikh Abdullah Aziz Sulaiman, regarding this matter due to 
the fact that since I have been out of the hospital, he has been con- 
fined to his home with an attack of malaria. I understand that he 
reported to his office yesterday, and | will try to see him within the 
next few days to ascertain his reactions to your letter to him dated 
April 19. I know that the matter is still open and I doubt if any firm 
offers heve been prevented for restudying the project and rewriting the 
specifications, 1 think I told you previously that based on a re-evalu- 
ation of the supply of flare gas and sweet water which might be available 
over a period of time for thie projected fertiliser plant, the maximum 
annual output has now been established at 200,000 tons inetead of 400,000 
tons, as was previously contemplated, 


In your letter under reply, you ask for my ideas as to what would

Inetead of using the services of either Mr. Keleey or ‘Mr. \iclonald, 
we have decided to eall upon POA/W for an engineer on 2 detail basis, “e

During the last month, we reactivated our Public Administration 
Division with the arrival here of the chief, statistical specialist, and 
business law specialist.

Believe it or not, we still do not have our TA project agreements 
for FY '54 signed as yet, nor do we have our economic aid agreement signed, | 
The Council of Ministers have been in session in Riyadh for over two 
months and only last week they signed the first section of the budget 
(Governnent operations), after which the Council took a recess and have | 
just recently reassembled, Since the second section of the budget pertains 
to development projects, it is expected that the Council is now studying i 
our proposed project agreements and that we will shortly receive word as 
to the Council's wishes regarding such projects. This is certainly a land 
of frustration, especially when one can see so much to be done, have on 
hand what is necessary to do it, and yet find such lack of response to 
do it on the part of the host governzent.

This was where the United States 
Congress came into the picture. 

The people of the United States, 
through the Congress, decided on a 
policy of mutual cooperation with 
nations requiring assistance for the 
purpose of stabilizing their econo- 
mies and strengthening their inde- 
pendence, 

Israel proposed to the U.S, Gov- 
ernment that it should be included 
in this mutual cooperation scheme. 
The United States Congress agreed 
to the proposal, and authorized the 
first Grant-in-Aid for the purpose. 

To finance this plan, the U.S. 
people offered $63,757,000" of their 
tax monies. That was for the fiscal 
year of 1951-1952. The plan was 
working successfully by the end of 
that fiscal year (June 30, 19 
Congress voted to continue the co- 
operation, and offered $72,979,000! 
to support it. 

An administrative organization, 
now known as the United States 
Operations Mission to Israel or 
USOM (then known as the Tech- 
nical Cooperation Administration or 
TCA), was created to work with the 
Israel Government in executing the 
plan. Mr. Bruce McDaniel came to 
Israel in December 1951 as Director 
of the operations, under general 
supervision of the United States 
Ambassador in Israel. 

Parallel machinery, headed first 
by Mr. Ehud Avriel and then by 
Mr, Teddy Kollek, was set up by 
the Israel Government, to cooperate 
closely with the United States Mis- 
sion, 

The Grant-in-Aid Office of the 
Finance Ministry of the Israel Gov- 
ernment set about preparing a prio- 
rity list of the most essential supplies 
required in Israel from the outside 
world to take care of the people’s 
needs and develop the country.

United States, the self-denial of 
Israel's population and the efforts 
to increase exports, the resources 
available were not sufficient to cover 
all that had to be done. 


USOM 


sent to the USOM offices for ap- 
proval, and the Israel Government 
made the purchases on the basis of 
mutual agreement, 

When the goods purchased with 
Grant-in-Aid dollars arrived in Is- 
rael ports they were sold to indivi- 
duals or companies or transferred to 
Israel Government Departments at 
market prices. The money obtained 
in this way was put into a special 
account and formed what is called 
the “Counterpart Fund”. This Fund 
is used to pay the local expenses, for 
labor, services and local materials 
required to handle the goods and 
utilize the materials imported for 
Israel’s development projects 

For instance, if Israel wishes to 





erect a new factory, the machinery 
may be bought in the United States 
with Grant-in-Aid money, while the 
local building materials, the trans- 
port and the wages of the workers 
employed in erecting the factory 
may be paid for out of the Counter- 
part Fund, Thus even the proceeds 
of the sale in Israel of food and 
other goods used to supply the cur- 
rent needs of the population are 
made to serve the development of 
the country. 

The expenditure of the Counter- 
part Fund is controlled on the same 
basis as the dollars, The Israel Go- 
vernment suggests specific projects 
on which it would be in the best 
public interest to spend the pounds, 
and these are sent to the USOM 
Office for approval 

All expenditures are checked by 
the Governmentof Israeland USOM 
officials to see that they have been 
made in keeping with the intention 
of Congress, to assist in the absorp- 
tion of immigrants and the attain- 
ing of economic independence,

Tno Years’ Assistance 


It is now possible to look back 
upon two full years of American 
assistance to Israel through the use 
of $63,500,000 of the 51/52 Grant 
and $70,228,000 in 1952/53. 

The emphasis in the use of the 
first Grant was overwhelmingly on 
relief, while the use of the second 
Grant shows a sharp increase in 
money spent on development. This 
indicates the maturing of the Israel 
economy towards self-reliance, At 
the same time it reflects the slowing 
down of mass immigration and the 
fact that each passing year serves 
to bring the immigrant population 
closer to integration into the na- 
tion’s economic and social order, 

Practically all but some $7,500,000 
of the first Grant were spent on the 
satisfaction of fundamental human 
needs. Congress had specified that 
“refugee relief and resettlement” 
were the chief purposes for which 
the first grant was given; therefore 
food accounted for a large part of 
the expenditure. Second only to 
food was fuel; about a fourth of 
Israel's fuel imports for the year 
were financed by the first Grant 
The large-scale progress of house 
and road construction, and the de- 
velopment of industry and agricul- 
ture, water and power, had made 
petroleum almost as essential to “re- 
fugee relief and resettlement” as 
food imports, 

Following after food and fuel 
came the need for clothing and foot- 
wear, which severely taxed the coun- 
try’s capacity to import the neces- 
sary raw materials, Hence almost 
half a million dollars of the first 
Grant were for the purchase of 
leather and three and a half mil- 
lions for the purchase of cotton, 
wool and other textile raw mate- 
rials, 

Resettlement and development be- 
nefited by appropriations totalling 
less than $8,000,000—or about one- 
eighth of the $63,000,000 of the 
first Grant. Those two categories 
were allotted more than $24,000,000 
in the second Grant, almost a third 
of the total value of $70,228,000. 

Other development items were in- 
creased in the second Grant, and 
new development items for which 
no appropriations were made in the 


first Grant account for $5,198,000 of 
the second. Chief among them is in-

experts”, They are persons with long 
experience in their particular tech- 
nical fields. They remain in Israel 
only as long as they are needed to 
complete their specific assignments. 
More will come here when they are 
needed. 

A cardinal principle is that each 
technician stays in Israel only until 
he has trained an Israel technician 
in the same field, so that the Israel 
technician can carry on and can 
train others. 

If the USOM man goes back to 
the United States, he returns usually 
to the private business he left for 
a short while in order to be of 
some help to the people of a foreign 
land, Invariably he returns to his 
private business with his own tech- 
nical knowledge increased consider- 
ably by the exchange of professional 
experience that he has had with si- 
milar technicians of Israel. 

When a USOM technician ar- 
rives in Israel for a specific task, he 
is introduced immediately to an Is- 
rael technician of a similar specia- 
lity. This man is known as the 
USOM technician’s “counterpart”. 
They are a team undertaking to Merchant Turned Skilled Laborer

solve a specific problem, arising out 
of Israel’s requirements and special 
conditions, 

It is important that they coor- 
dinate, as far as their field is con- 
cerned, the expenditure of Grant-in- 
Aid dollars and “Counterpart” Is- 
rael pounds, as well as the technical 
correctness of the entire plan 

The two technicians, one from 
USOM and one of Israel (they fre- 
quently share offices), sit down and 
work out the technical details of 
their assigned project, the exact 
needs which call for dollar and 
counterpart expenditures, the pos- 
sible need for additional specialists 
from outside of Israel and other Is- 
rael persons who may be trained in 
technical skills while the project is 
under way. 

These are called Action Projects 
because, while they accomplish the 
principal purpose of training Israel

technicians, at the same time they 
are actually undertaking a project 
which is needed for the economic 
development of Israel. 

Here is an example: It is im- 
portant that Israel’s range or graz- 
ing (pasture) lands be improved to 
support a larger cattle population, 
to provide Israel citizens with meat 
which is now imported at consider- 
able foreign currency expense, Is- 
rael has a large area of potential 
grazing land, An extensive program 
is now in progress to do just this, 
in cooperation with the United Na- 
tions Food and Agriculture Orga- 
nization, 


(1) Grant-in-Aid dollars buy the 
livestock to improve the breed 
and the seed to plant, in so far 
as they must be purchased out- 
side of Israel. The Israel and 
USOM technicians decide how

and where best to undertake 
the project and what types and 
quantity of cattle and seeds will 
be needed. 


(2) The Counterpart Funds (Israel 
pounds) cover the essential cost 
of the local materials and labor 
used in the projects. 


(3) Technical assistance brings the 
needed technicians with spe- 
cialized experience to Israel. 
(It also sends Israel technicians 
to the United States for addi- 
tional training or refreshing. 
This phase will be explained 
later.) 

Or another example is in the es- 
sential field of water resources (ir- 
rigation), in which the Israel Go- 
vernment has initiated extensive 
works all over the country, The 
technicians determine the amount of 
steel needed for the irrigation pro-

ject. They request Grant-in-Aid dol- 
lars to make the purchase, and re- 
commend “Counterpart” pounds for 
making the steel into pipes and for 
paying workmen to lay the pipe. 
Then the technical team goes out 
in the field and makes certain that 
the entire project is going according 
to plan. 

All project plans must have final 
approval by the joint action of co- 
directors from the Israel Govern- 
ment and USOM, so that purchases 
and plans fit into an overall pro- 
gram, 

There are now eight Divisions in 
operation in USOM Technical As- 
sistance: agriculture, education (in- 
cluding vocational education), health 
and sanitation, industry and trade, 
public administration, mineral  re- 
sources, transportation, communica- 
tion and public works, and water 
resources,

AGRICULTURE, FISHERIES 
AND FORESTRY 


In 1952 Israel produced 28 per cent 
of her total food requirements, and 
imported 72 per cent of her food 
needs. She imported $80,528,000 
of her food and fodder, of 
which USOM grants contributed 
$22,579,999. 

An agricultural development plan 
with a five-year goal has been un- 
dertaken by the Government of Is- 
rael, and it is to aid this plan that 
the Joint Project in agriculture is 
dedicated, 

A considerable share in the res- 
ponsibility for the rapid agricultural 
increase in Israel during the past 
year can be credited to these USOM- 
Israel dollar purchases during the 
period of July 1, 1952, to April 1, 
1953:

The technicians in the field enjoy 
most the prospects of participating 
in “Operation Cowboy”, a practical 
“pilot” project now in the planning 
stage. 

“Operation Cowboy” would pro- 
vide for the establishment of a self- 
supporting modern livestock ranch 
unit somewhere in Western Galilee. 
In some ways it would be like a 
ranch in the Western United States. 
It would be fenced, livestock water 
would be provided, and the ranch 
would be large enough to support 
1,200 cattle and 2,000 sheep. 

This ranch would serve as the

training center where all livestock 
operations, such as handling the 
stock, branding, castrating, vaccin- 
ating, roping, coralling, grazing, 
etc, would be demonstrated and 
taught. 

Programs in agriculture now un- 
der way include technical assistance 
to the Government in improving its 
research and education in agricul- 
ture, to intensify the efficiency of 
production and increase the output 
per unit. 

Development of the natural range 
grass lands will permit this natural 
resource to be converted into meat 
produce, so as to increase the pre- 
sent protein diet of the people, and 
reduce the need for the annual 
$6,000,000 meat imports, This is 
being done by burning brush, by re- 
seeding and by applying range land 
management techniques. 

Assistance is being given to agri- 
cultural communities in growing to 
maturity the 15,000 bull calves now 
being slaughtered at one week of 
age, and in the importation of breed- 
ing stock, 

Projects are getting under way : 
l'o increase the production of pea- 
nuts and the rehabilitation of olive 
groves in order to decrease the pre- 
sent import of $8,400,000 in edible 
oils, 

To increase the produc tion of sweet 
potatoes for consumption and for 
manufacture of potato flour, 

To increase the production of hyb- 
rid corn and carob trees to decrease 
livestock feed imports, 

To protect food, feed and fiber 
crops from disease and pests, 


To assist the fisheries industry, 


PUBLIC HEALTH AND 
SANITATION 
The Exiles 
brought new 
many lands and gave rise to diffi 
cult health problems. At first the 
Ministry of Health found itself so 
busy with curative measures that 
preventive steps came slowly. 

The public health technicians of 
the Health Ministry, with the co- 
operation of USOM, launched their 
efforts in the preventive fields. 

Today the life expectancy in Is- 
rael compares favorably with that 
of the Jewish population before the 


Ingathering of the 
Israel citizens from 


beginning of mass immigration or 
with that of any Western nation. 

Grant-in-Aid monies were allo- 
cated for the import of needed sa- 
nitary equipment and supplies, for 
wire netting and chemicals for the 
control of flies and mosquitoes, gal- 
vanized iron sheets for the manu- 
facture of garbage cans and dish- 
washing sinks, chlorine for bacteri- 
cidal treatment of water supplies 
and restaurant utensils, and stainless 
steel sheets for the manufacture of 
milk pasteurization and food hand- 
ling equipment—$900,000 worth in 
one year. 

A USOM mobile film projector 
unit, complete in a truck, was loan- 
ed to the Ministry so that movies 
could be shown to children of Is- 
rael to teach them personal and 
public hygiene, 

The public health team went to 
work on inservice training of per- 
sonnel in milk sanitation, sanitary 
inspection, food control, etc. Classes 
were held and the team became the 
teachers, 

A vigorous attack is being made 
on the problems of sewage disposal 
and treatment, especially in the 
municipalities which grow so ra- 
pidly. 

EDUCATION 

Tackling the job of vocational edu- 
cation, teaching skills to the many 
unskilled immigrants who came to 
these shores, and improving the 
meagre skills of many others, was 
the first task for the Education team 
of technicians, This will assist the 
Israel Government’s efforts to im- 
prove the occupational distribution 
of workers to bring about a better 
balance of economy. 

To accomplish this, three plans 
were worked out between the Minis- 


try of Labor and USOM : 


1) Construction by the Israel Gov- 
ernment of six technical schools 
at a total cost of IL.608,000. 
Equipment costing $400,000 
will be furnished. American 
technicians will assist in teacher 
training courses. 


2) Furnishing equipment totalling 
$100,000 for three agro-mecha- 
nic schools, five trade schools, 
and one auto-mechanic school 
for school-age youths 


(3) Three technicians are furnished 
to the Productivity Institute to 
work with owners and manag- 
ers of industrial establishments 
to improve individual and 
group productive capacity. A 
small amount of supplies will 


be provided. 


In general education, the “team” 
ran into two major problems: to 
overcome the shortage of teachers 
and raise the standards of teacher 
training, and to increase the oppor- 
tunities for high standard secondary 
education, 


MINERAL RESOURCES 
A great deal of hope has been 
placed in Israel on the mineral 
wealth of the Negev, and the Israel 
Government has worked out large- 
scale plans to uncover and exploit 
these resources, 

To cooperate with Israel techni- 
cians and administrators in care- 
fully exploring these possibilities, 
determining with certainty the ex- 
istence of substantial quantities of 
the various “finds” and working out 
economically plans for mining ope-

rations, three USOM_ technicians 
two geologists and a mining en- 
gineer) are working in the Negev. 
Specialist technicians are expect- 
ed soon to augment this conquest- 
of-the-desert force. Counterpart 
Funds are also being used in deve- 
loping the exploitation of mineral 
resources, such as those at the potash 
plant in Sdom.

WATER RESOURCES 


Discovering and exploiting unused 
water resources for irrigation is one 
of the principal activities of the Is- 
rae] Government in the field of agri- 
culture. USOM technicians coope- 
rate in these efforts. 

You will see the USOM well- 
drilling advisor “jeeping” around 
the country, helping the drillers to 
solve the many problems of drilling 
with inadequate equipment, and 
the USOM dam building advisor 
may be seen at Ein Kerem or 
Mishmar Ayalon. 

The USOM water resources tech- 
nicians and the “water men” of 
Israel spend their time over maps 
and charts and figures. They plan 
for more technicians. They talk mo- 
ney: to date some $7,000,000 has 
been “programmed” for irrigation 
projects, such as steel for pipelines, 
motors, pumps, etc. They talk of 
Counterpart Funds—some _ IL.- 
13,650,000, They talk of Israel's 
possible hydro-electric development 


INDUSTRY AND TRADE 


Israel must keep the wheels of in- 
dustry going faster and faster, to 
supply the needs of its own popula- 
tion and provide a surplus for the 
exports which are essential to attain 
economic self-sufficiency. 

Millions of dollars are needed to 
bring raw materials purchased in 
the world market into Israel. More 
than a million dollars in Grant-in- 
Aid monies is used to bring indus- 
trial equipment into the country. 
Counterpart Funds are made avail- 
able for loans to industry 

Then there are technical prob- 
lems. Technicians are needed in 
such fields as textiles, chemicals and 
metal-working industries. Other 
specialists help in die-making, heat 
treatment of metals, regenerated 
rubber processing, food processing, 
administration, auditing 


TRANSPORTATION, COMMUNI 
CATION AND PUBLIC HOUSING 


Each of these is a big field in itself 
in a rapidly growing and develop- 
ing country 

Housing expenditures through 
USOM during the past fiscal year 
have been nearly $6,000,000, Some 
IL.12,000,000 have been allocated 
for this division from Counterpart 


Funds. Power development has used 
$2,800,000 in this year. 

The Israel Government and 
USOM have undertaken extensive 
technical offensives against such 
problems as those of railways, high- 
ways and ports in the transportation 
field; telephones and telegraphs in 
communications; electric power and 
public housing 


PUBBLIC ADMINISTRATION 


Improvements in public finance, tax 
structure, tax collection, personnel 
administration and public reporting 
are among the fields recognized by 
the Israel Prime Minister’s Office 
and the Ministry of Finance as prob- 
lems needing attention 

Three USOM technicians have 
been working with Israel officials 
on these problems. A specialist in 
public administration from a private 
firm in the United States has made 
an overall survey. One of the lead- 
ing experts of the United States has 
made a report on manpower prob- 
lems, under USOM auspices. 
In addition to the overall surveys 
and the continuing study being 





made by a labor economist, Israel 
administrators are being sent to the 
United States for advanced study 
and further experience 


SPECIAL SERVICES 


There are two special services In the 
Joint Projects Program which “cut 
across the board,” or serve each ol 
USOM’s eight technical divisions 
They are the Training Service 
and the Audio-Visual Service. 


Training Service 


Some 60 Israel persons will be sent 
to the United States for technical 
training during the coming fiscal 
year under present plans. They 
come from all the USOM divisions 

By the end of this fiscal year, the 
total number of “trainees” receiving 
this U.S, training will be about 170. 
Chere were 79 “trainees” during the 
past fiscal year and 30 in 1951/52 

Candidates for these traineeships 
must apply to the Israel Ministry 
concerned, be approved by the Of- 
fice of Technical Assistance of the 
Prime Minister’s Office and then 
be interviewed by a special USOM 
committee and finally approved by 
the USOM Director 

They must undertake to serve

We have recently received complaints from the APO 
postal clerks regarding insecure wrappings on packages 
received for mailing from the Embassy. In several ine 
stances, it has been necessary for the clerks to 
practically re-wrap entire packages. It is suggested 
that all personnel of the Embassy and USOM be cautioned 
to wrap and tie their parcels securely. Use plenty of 
heavy paper for the outer wrapping and tie with heavy 
twine which has been wound around the parcel several 
times so as to be strong enuf to allow for handling 
the parcel by the twine. 


A complaint has also_been received concerning 
failure of senders to attach customs tags. In the future, 
packages received in the Smbassy mail room with customs 
tags merely slipped under the strings will not be accepted 
for mailing but will be returned to the sender. 


The present parcel post procedure used by the Rmbassy 
and USOM 1s a privilege which has been extended to us by 
the APO.
